This tine we h*.ve Lett 
Ukokfa, President of IFW and one of the test known writers of Diplomacy strategy and tac- 
tics, to tell us how to play our favorite underdog. Len, by the way, is playing Austria in 
the Grudge Gaae, and is still right in there as 1904 begins, no aeon feat among that bunch 
of pirates! 

THE VIEMHESK UiliSKMA 
(Or The Plague of Being Caught in the Middle) 
by Len lakefka 

The players of Austria and Italy are both plagued wi th an aliri&st ineolvable prah'sm— 
expansion, both are -threatened the Eastern and Western steamrollers of &u*sla«Turk&y sod 
England Franee ( They do not have a. clear path of cooperative expansion without running intc 
each other or without musing some interesting cases of passing through e^oh other's li^rmai 
£ones of expansion,. Thus* their diplomacy is tied together, 

Austria, effectively, has no ta&ticai advantage since she can be raped by three countries 
in 1901 and can do nothing about It! Any aid for hear plight would have to coma from the West, 
and the countries of the 'Jest have their own fish to fry. Even if they do cose to the rescue, 
they find Austria in ruin and almost hopelessly broken. The recede of past Diplomacy gases 
dramatically shows this fact, Austria is eliminated mora than any other power. 

Therefore, a discussion of tactical moves by Austria rely on diplomacy and the «u-vfo. It 
is faily standard for T Tri to go to Alb and A Bud to Ser* An Austria who atauadorw* th* Bal- 
kans is sure to fall prey to an Eastern power(a) , The key for Austria is h^r staategifi 
piece— A Vie. It must set the tone for Austria's diplomatic mission, for the other pGces 
are Ued to their Spring '01 roles 80* of tine tine. 

A Vie can attack/defend by going to Gal, A Vie can force a fi£>t in the Balkans by going 
to Bud if he feels Russia will not go to Gal or if he has a Russian ally. It can defend Tri, 
but it la a poor ploy vs, the Italian onalaughT of A Ven-tyo? , A Hom-Ven, It can wake the 
super defense move of A Vle-!I>o(0. in anticipation of an Italian move to iyo or as an attack 
move in cooperation with Italy or a Western power. And finally, A Vie can throw up his dip- 
lomatic hands in confusion and HOLD on tight. 

The factors that control the aovement of the Austrian pieces, played competently, are 
all diplomatic in nature. Austria's prime concern is to seek a firm understanding with Italy. 
Ms understanding should neutralise lyo and safeguard it against German intervention and 
neutralise Adr. The goal is to have Italy go west while maintaining interest in mutual defect 
s« vs« Turkey, ^econdariJy , a treaty with Italy to attack Turkey ia next on the line of pri- 
orities* Why second, enfant first? 

As Italy goes, so go the other ma Jar spheres of influence. If Italy goes east, then two 
Uestem powers grow at the expense of the third,, If Italy goes west, two Eastern poweasgrow 
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*% the wpem& of the third. But if Italy keeps her fingers in bath piew> than no draaatdU-.
